Estimating U-boat ‘killings’ eat 
between two and four a week, Mr. 
Churchill considered it safe to believe that 
by the end of 1939 at least half the U-bost 
fleet in existence when the war began had 
been lost. He doubted whether even ten 
fresh U-beats came into action in that 
period. In the last two days there was 
one certain and two almost certain U-boat 
sinkings. 

He revealed one of the best-kept secrets 
of the war—that early in December the 
fifteen years old battleship Nelson was 
damaged by a magnetic mine. She will 
soon be rejoining the Fleet. ie 

Denouncing German barbarities, he 
declared that in this war Hitler and his 
Nazis had quite definitely exceeded the 
worst villainies coimmitted by Imperial 
Germany in the last war. 


MEN, SHIPS AND MONEY 


The House was amused by the First 
Lord’s form of introducing the Navy esti- 
‘mates. “TI come before this House,” he 
said, ‘on behalf of the Navy to ask for a 
few men, some ships, and a little money— 
(laughter)—to enable them to carry on 
their work, which has become important 
to us all at the present time.” i 

Regretting that it was not expedient to 
give precise facts and figures of the pro- 
posed strength and cost of the Navy, he 
said it was impossible to make exact est!- 
mates for -oontingcncies constantly 
changing. Also, there was “no need to 
tell the enemy more than is good for 


- him.”’ 


Dealing with war on U-boats, te con- 
sidered that if the U-boat fleet et the 
start of the war was put at about 70, 
about 35 were left at the end of 1939. 

He confessed that he had been in error 
some months ago, when he put the rate 
of German new building of U-boats at two 
per week. ‘This, and even more, may be 
true in the future, but it was not true up 


to the end of 1939.” - 
With the ten fresh U-boats which he 


‘thought might have come into action in 


that period, Germany might have ended 
the year with about 45 U-boats, twenty of 
which would be required for training, 
leaving, perhaps, 25 for active operations. 
As these would work in two or three 
reliefs, the number operating at any one 
time could not be very large, and pro- 
bably had not exceeded ’ ten. 

This had to be compared with the figure 
of 60 operating together which on three 
occasions marked the peak period of the 
great U-boat campaign which we broke in 


1917. .

To be modest, 
we do not feel at all outdone in science 
by the Nazis. We were now far advanced 
in applying our knowledge of the magnetic 
mine upon a very large scale. 

“ We must expect, perhaps, in the im- 
mediate future further much _ heavier 
attacks upon us by this method. We 
believe that we shall find ourselves 
equipped to deal with it.” 

Thousands of guns of all sorts and sizes 
were being issued to the merchant and 
fishing fleets to enable them to defend 
themselves against attacks from the air.

Exploit of French 
Navy 


Another U-Boat Hit by 
Norwegian Ship

U-BOAT has been sunk by the 

French Navy in dramatic 
fashion off Cape Finisterre, it was 
revealed to-night. 

The incident was briefly announced in 
to-day’s official French communiqué, 
which stated: 

One of cur destroyc attacked, 
rammed and sank an enemy sub- 
marine. 

The destroyer was the Simoun (Com. 
mander Bataille), which was on patrol 
duty with severa] other ships when the 
look-out sighted a periscope. 

Captain Bataille immediate! ordered 
full speed ahead. 

The submarine dived, but depth charges 
were dropped over the spot. Changing 
. course, the Simoun again sighted a peri- 
scope. Evidently the submarine had been 
so damaged that she was forced to the 
surface. 

The destroyer then rammed the U-boat, 
the outer keel of which was ripped off. 

Further depth charges were dropped, 
and a huge stretch of oil eight sea miles 
long marked the U-boat’s end.

HE British trans-Atlantic air 
service, Which is expected to be 
resumed in June, may use the marine 
base at La Guardia Field, New 
York’s big new municipal aerodrome 
at North Beach Queens, as its 
terminus.

Paul Bewshea, the commercial manager of 
Imperial Airways in America. 
“Ií Pan-American Airways is operating 
out of the marine base at La Guardia 
Field in June, the British flying boats 
will use that terminal too,” Mr. Bewshea 
said. ‘‘But if for any reason Pan- 
American Airways should still be using 
Port Washington, then, of course, we 
should have to go into that point.” 


NO PAYING PASSENGERS 


The resumption of the British trans- 
Atlantic air mail service between Britain, 
Eire. Newfoundland, Canada, and the 
United States is expected to begin early 
in June, when the ice has cleared from.

BRITISH MACHINE

An official German communiqué says 
that one British ‘plane was badly damaged 
during the flight, and that an R.A.F. 
Bristol Blenheim was shot down over 
Heligoland this afternoon. The British 
Air Ministry says one ‘plane failed to 
return from Heligoland to-day. 

Paris was awakened in the early hours 
of this morning by the wail of an air-raid 
warning, which lasted from 4.30 to 5.35, 
after a night during which the guns drove 
off German warplanes, some forty to fifty 
of which had crossed the French frontier. 

Six people were injured in the streets of 
Paris by a bursting anti-aircraft shell. 

A ' Berlin announcement said that 
German ‘planes on Monday night carried 
out special work over Central France, re- 
turning safely in spite of ‘‘ intense anti- 
aircraft fire’’ from Paris.

From Revuter’s CorRRESPONDENT, 
VATICAN CITY, Tuesday. 


President Roosevelt, in a message to the 
Pope published here to-day, says: “ Your 
Holiness,—In my letter of October 23, 
1939, I had the honour of stating that it 
would be for me a great satisfaction to 
send to Your Holiness a personal repre- 
sentative with a view to co-ordinating our 
parallel efforts for peace and to alleviating 
suffering. Your Holiness was kind enough 
to inform me that the choice of Mr. Myron

he would be welcome. I entrust this 
special mission to Myron Taylor, who is 
an old friend, in whom I place my highest 
trust. Your Holiness well knows the 
humanitarian efforts which he has made 
to help those who, as a result of political 
upheavals, had remained without shelter.

RELATIONS between Ireland and 

Great Britain can never be truly 
friendly, Mr. de Valera said to a

This is the right which is asserted in the 
First Article of our Constitution, 
namely—‘ The Irish nation hereby affirms 
its inalienable, indefeasible and sovereign 
right to choose its own form of govern- 
ment, to determine its relations with other 
nations, and to develop its life—political, 
economic and cultural—in accordance with 
its own genius and traditions.’ When 
that Constitution is operative over the 
whole island,’’ added Mr. de Valera, “I 
shall be satisfied.’’ 


I.R.A. CAMPAIGN 


The correspondent asked him his view 
of the I.R.A. campaign. 

“ I regard it as completely harmful,’’ he 
said. ‘‘There is no comparison between 
the present situation and that in which 
the histcric Irish Republican Army fought, 
and as the result of which the sovereignty 
that is now recognised in five-sixths of 
Ireland was secured. The old I.R.A. was 
the army of the Irish nation, the army of 
the State set up by the Irish people, and 
the defensive arm of their elected Govern- 
ment. No matter what their motives, it is 
completely .wrong to regard the present 
body as in any way occupying the 
same position or as the Successors of 
the ola ILR.A. The use of force 
by selt-constituted groups who are un- 
controlled by either Parliament or 
people can only lead to internal conflict 
and to consequent frustration of all the 
national hopes. To-day the greater part of 
Ireland has a Government and Parliament 
which the people themselves have set up. 
There is no barrier to membership; all 
oaths and tests have been abolished. 
Under the new Constitution, adopted and 
enacted by the people themselves in a 
plebiscite, any group or party are free to 
put any policy they choose before the 
electorate, and, if returned in a majority, 
can take over peacefully the whole 
machinery of State, including the Army, 
to prosecute their aims. In these circum- 
stances there is no excuse for the use of 
violence. ’’

Kilnaglory was drawn blank 
fo: the first time this season, but a fox was 
at home in Grange. He was one of several 
lily-livered foxes that we found that day. 
He ran to Read's Glen, and with the 
minimum of delay returned to Grange and 
into a convenient hole; already before finding 
him hounds had marked a fox at the top 
end of the covert. From Ballygroman a 
httle red fox took us round and round in 
circles. The first ran to Mulcahy’s gorse and 
back by Begley’s forge. The second was 
much the same. except that we came straight 
back from Mulcahy’s. On the third ring we 
ran by Mylane towards Grange, but his 
courage failed him and he led us to Bally- 
groman by way of Read’s Glen. Finally, 
after a small round through Hornybrook’s 
farmyard, he found the long-sought hole in 
Ballygroman. In Desertmore another fox of 
the sathe calibre was found. He ran oneé 
round the hill in the direction of Deésertmore 
Bog before going to grcund.
